The value of the annual catch of 
herrings landed at Ardglass is estimated 
at about £50,000, while, of course, a great 
deal of money is spent in the district by 
a multitude of fishermen and icurers. It 
is helieved that the fishery could be con- 
siderably extended. and the Imperial 
Governinent evidently took this ‘view, as 
it voted money to commence the improve- 
ments at Killengh: bat the operations 
were arrested by the war, and, as men- 
tioned by the Rev. Samuel B. Crooks.

‘‘noor, wretched ” public-houses through- 
out the North, due to declining business 
as well as moral causes, and it would, 
therefore, be simply subsidising the 
“Trade ”' to grant compensation for the 
extinction of these concerns. They want 
the power to close the big, brilliantly- 
lighted, luxurious establishments which, 
they contend, offer the most temptation and 
do the greatest harm from their point of 
view. The restriction of clubs is also 
advocated. 

These problems were considered at a 
meeting of the Bangor and District 
Temperance Council the other night, at 
which there was a large attendance of 
North Down electors; and a motion was 
passed calling upon Lord Craigavon to re- 
consider his: Newry pronouncement, and 
either to withdraw it or to amend it in 
such a way as to leave no obstacle to the 
promotion of further temperance reform 
in the next Parliament. 


DISTRESS IN BELFAST. 


The Belfast Distress Committee, over 
which Lord Justice Andrews presides, has 
been doing much good quietly since it was 
formed some months: ago. Its members 
have gone into the back streets in quest of 
poverty-stricken people who shrink from 
publicity, and suffer in silence rather than 
reveal their condition, the result being 
that the Execitive Committee has under- 
taken the relief of 190 families, and to 
continue the work it is doing for the next 
three months. It is pointed ‘out that 
about fifty fresh applications for assist- 
ance are being received every week, and a 
large sum of money will be required to 
carry on the scheme. 

The .total .j.sumber _.of . applications 
received up to the present is 530, of whioh 
446 have been thoroughly investigated, but 
the Committee. does net undertake to 
relieve any families who are already in 
receipt of outdoor relief or whose destitu- 
tion is due to other causes than unemploy- 
ment. Cases suitable for outdoor relief 
are referred to the Poor Law Guardians, 
while others are recommended to existing 
charitable agencies. A meeting of the Dis- 
tress Committee was held during the week- 
end, at which Lord Justice Andrews pre- 
sided, and the reports showed that the 
Minister of. Labour—a_ brother of Lord 
Justice Andrews—-had been approached. 
and had expressed his sympathy with the 
case presented, promising to support it to 
the full extent authorised by Parliament. 


THE WEEKLY EXODUS. 


Another pitifal scéne"was witnessed at 
Belfast Harbour Jast Saturday, when a 
large crowd assembled to bid farewell to 
over 250 emigrants who were sailing for 
Canada. The party included a contingent 
of young men from. the Government’s 
training centre at Richhill, County 
Armagh, where they were taught the rudi- 
ments of agriculture. There was also a 
¥.M.C.A. party, as well as a number of 
boys and the ordinary family groups. It 
will be recalled that over 400 emigrants 
sailed on the previous Saturday, and durin, 
the summer months there will be a steady 
drain on the youth of the province. It 
is all very regrettable, but apparently 
nothing can be done to keep these younc 
folk at home, and one can only wish them 
prosperity and happiness in the land of 
their adoption.

MONG the “thravellin’ men,” as 
elsewhere in life, there are 
dations—the true, the marred, the 
counterieit. In the cities and along the

The test of 
him is where he feels at home; and you 
will find him soonest, where time has 
moved most slowly, in the places of the 
West. 


TIMMY THE FOOL. 


Here from a town tenement in Kilrush 
comes, with awkward gait and shoeless 
feet, his bag of meal and crusts and 
** praties ” on his back, one who has been 
afflicted from his birth with the blight of 
idiocy—Timmy the Fool. Watch him 
along the road. Sounds meant for song 
come from his lips, and the silly eyes 
almost brighten into meaning. ‘The winds 
caress whom none caresses; he has the 
fields to friend. He turns down a 
bohireen; the dogs yap about him; the 
children, ill at ease with nature’s failure, 
grin and call at him; and, when he enters 
the house with the blessing of God on his 
lips, his eyes are empty and his tongue 
uncertain. He will get his bread and 
roots from the women oF he house, but he 
will pay for them in mockery at the circus 
show of his defects.

—must leave them again and again. He 
is a “spoiled”? thravellin’ man.

— He, too, 
will get his' gifts in exchange for the 
baser coin of gossip or story, a rubbish of 
the rotten leaves of life, while the dog 
eye his stick with suspicion and the 
children covertly his face. He is no true 
thravellin’ man; though he would be, if 
he could. He knocks at the Hotel of 
Beautiful Stars because he cannot find his 
way home, or because he has no home to 
find, or because he has not the heart to 
find it.

His 
mien is grand and his eyes such as have 
plumbed illimitable spaces. The serving

German and Celtic Studies. 


A correspondent writes:—The recent 
reference in the “ Diary ” to the import- 
ance of the German language in Celtic 
research brought me quite a store of infor- 
mation concerning the students who are 
specialising on Celtic research work. 
Among these Miss Kathleen Mulchrone, 
who was chosen last week as Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Irish Federation of Uni- 
versity Women, is one of this brilliant 
group, Miss Mulchrone took her B.A. 
degree in University College in 1916, 
gaining first place in Irish, and second 
in French. In 1917 she got her M.A, in 
Celtic studies on a dissertation. Obtain- 
ing a ix rom: studentship to Bonn, she 
worked under Professc. Thurneysen. She 
then took her Doctorate in Philology, 
specialising in Celtic studies, German and 
education. ~ Dr. Mulchrone, who is 
Registrar of the Folk-Lore Society of Ire- 
land, has been invited by the Royal 
Irish Academy to work on the catalogue 
of Irish MSS., which is at present being 
edited by the Provost of Trinity College. 
In Tome 16 of Zettschrift fiir Celtische 
Philologie, she has published an article 
on the composition and the manuseripts 
of the famous ‘Tripartite Life of St. 
Patrick’’ (first edi by Whitley Stokes 
in 1887). This article was recently com- 
mented on with great enthusiasm in the 
fevue Celtique by Professor Vendryes. 
Dr. Mulchrone, who is a native of 
Mullingar, is one of the most. popular of 
the University graduates in Dublin.

Whence Comes Chis Word ? 


Recently, being the only passenger on a

elight upon the opportunities offered by 
rtain roads for “ flouting.’’ The word 
was new to me in connection with motor- 
ing, and my curiosity was so much 
aroused that I took the trouble of having 
it interpreted by a *bus-owning acquaint- 
ance, who informed me that “ flouting ”’ 
was the newest ‘bus slang for out- 
distancing rivals on the road. It would 
be interesting to learn who was respon- 
sible for the application of a not very 
common English word to this deadly new 
traffic sport. 


Esters. 


Since the war certain materials which 
were used extensively for the manufacture 
of high explosives have been turned to a 
peaceful purpose, and now form the basis 
of several new industries, including the 
important artificial silk industry and the 
lacquer industry. They are- called 
‘cellulose esters’’ and are prepared by 
applying certain chemicals to cellulose, 
which is found in cotton, wood-pulp, 
sawdust and other vegetable materials. 
For the manufacture of the hew lacquer, 
which is expected to supplant ordinary 
paints and varnishes, the ‘‘ cellulose 
esters’’ are dissolved in amyl acetate, 
which has a pronounced ‘“ pear-drop’’ 
smell, and which, while drying in a very 
short time, does not evaporate during the 
process of applying it with a brush. 
“Cellulose esters’’ are ajso used for the 
production of adhesives and cements, and 
of another article for which a big future 
is predicted—namely, plastic wood. 


Museum Changes. 


Visitors to the National Museum will 
find that considerable alterations have 
been made in the arrangement of the 
exhibits in the main hall. The floor had 
become so congested that it was impossible 
to view the exhibits to advantage, but 
since the reorganisation has been effected, 
there is sufficient room to walk round each 
object comfortably. 

Some of the larger exhibits have been 
removed to the balcony, and others are in 
process of dismantling preparatory to 
transfer to the same place. I see that 
room has been found on the floor of the 
main hall for the cases containing the 
plaster casts of the designs submitted in 
connection with the new coinage, It is 
worth while paying a visit to the Museum 
if only for the sake of comparing the 
chosen designs with those that were dis- 
carded. 

A minor improvement resulting from the 
rearrangement of the exhibits has been the 
revealing of the mosaic floor of the main 
hall which had been so covered with all 
sorts of statuary and show-cases that it 
was quite impossible to comprehend its 
design. 


A Neglected Antique. 


Few of the visitors to the Museum 
appear to take much notice of the exhibits 


hip round the top of the steps leading 
to the main entrance. I might, perhaps, 


‘Bay the same about those responsible for 


the care of the exhibits, as some of them, 
at least, are deterioriating for want cf 
proper attention. 

In particular, there are two ancient fire 
engines hidden away in the leit-hand 


corner, out of sight, and out eí mind. 


They are now covered with dirt and the 
remains of pigeons’ nests, and if they are 
left much longer exposed to the weather 
they will rapidly decay. 


St. Werburgs. 


One of the fire-engines is a large wooden 
contraption on four solid wooden wheels. 
Tt has-a long centre shaft by which it was 
pulled, and Lee is @ rectangular space in 
the middle of the engine that seems to 
have been used for Ldding the hose. The 
umps have double handles, which are 
arge enough to allow four or five men on 
each side to opergte the machinery. On 
the panels on both sides are painted the 
words “ St. Werburg’s Parish.”

_Nell Gwynn was born in a cottage in 
Pipewell lane, Hereford. While she was

Shepherds and game preserves have 
rather Cromwelled the raven, driving him 
into the remoter wilds. I was, therefore, 
interested when, in a field by the Upper 
Liffey, I came upon a pair, evidently 
husband and wife, foraging. There was 
no mistaking the spread of wing, the 
episcopal stance, or the gloss of the male 
bird’s plumage which has been transferred 
to so many a heroine’s raven tresses. The 
raven, perhaps from his longevity, has 
ever been associated with portents. In 
modern days there is E. A. Poe’s poem with 
its ominous ‘‘ Quoth the Raven, ‘ Never- 
more,’’’ to remind us of that; and Horace 
talks of him as “divining ” and “full of 
years.” It was a raven that Noah first 
sent out to explore the flooded world, and 
ravens who brought food to Elijah. When 
Rome faced the menace of Gaul, one 
Valerius met the Gallic champion and 
beat him with the aid of a raven, who. 
from his helmet, beat the enemy’s face 
with his wings and tore it with his stron: 
beak. Upon the shoulders of Odin, chief 
of the Scandinavian gods in Asgard, sat 
two ravens, Spirit and Memory, as remem- 
brancers for punishment or reward o 
deeds done on earth that might have 
escaped him. Of the Corvus family rook 
and jackdaw live like noisy democrats in 
the tenement houses of the trees: but the 
raven remembers his history and prefers 
the austere detachment of the aristocrat.

“ Macaulay,” James Stephen once 
wrote to Greville, “Can repeat all 
Demosthenes by heart, all Milton and

Besides this, his 
memory retains .ssages innumerable of 
every description of books, which, in <dis- 
cussion, he pours forth with incredible 
facility.” As a child of eight he 
repeated every line of the ‘‘Lay of the 
last Minstrel” after one reading; and 
on one occasion he kept sea-sickness at bay 
by reciting the whole of “ Paradise Lost,’’ 
during a voyage from ..olyhead to Dublin. 

Even Macaulay had not a more 
pen memory than Cardinal Mezzo- 
anti, who, before his death, could write 
and converse fluently in seventy languages, 
with all their variants of dialect—tongues 
ranging from Chinese to Czech, and from 
Welsh to Wallachian. A single reading 
of a grammar was sufficient for its 
complete mastery. In three weeks he 
became so proficient in Portuguese that 
he was mistaken for a native of 
Portugal... One day Cardinal Wiseman met 
Mezzofanti hurrying away to Propaganda. 
“What are you going to do there” he 
inqured. “To teach the Californians 
their language,” was the startling reply. 
“But how did you learn Californian?’’ 
“They taught me,’ answered the 
Cardinal; “but they have no grammar. 
I have made a grammar;-and now I am 
going to teach them to read and write it.”

promising at the end of his task to repeat 
it in a year’s time, if desired. 

Thomas Fuller, author of “ The 
Worthies of England,”’. after he had 
listened to a sermon, was able to recite if, 
from text to peroration, without a pause 
or mistake. On one occasion, after a 
quick walk from Temple Bar to Cheap- 
side, he repeated, both forwards and 
backwards, the contents of every sign that 
he had passed on both sides of the road. 
For Ben Jonson it is claimed that he could 
recite every line that he had ever written, 
and entire books that he had read. 

We need not go back to these older 
times to find examples of astonishing 
memories. Browning, even in his old age, 
after a single reading of a b-ok, used to 
quote page after page as fluently anc 
accurately as if he held the volume in his 
hand. William Morris used to boast that, 
if every copy of the “ Pickwick Papers 
were destroyed, he could restore them to 
the world without a word mis-ing; and 
Gladstone, when once he was unable to 
find his translation of the First Book of 
Homer, to lend to a friend, recited every 


line of it from memory.

“CHANGE AND DRIFT.” 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE 4RISH TIMES. 

Sizn,—As an Irishman for many years 
engaged abroad in the development of road 
transport, and having spent some recent 
months studying its application to Free State 
conditions, please allow me to express ap- 
preciation ot your recent editorial article in 
which, under the above heading, you dis- 
cussed the question of motor ’bus’ taxation. 
Agreeing unreservedly with your plea for fair 
play and sympathetic consideration for the 
road pioneers who have created the new 
ligison service between town and country, | 
seek your permission to show that the pro- 
posed omnibus tax of £5 per seat is not only 
excessive and unnecessary, but exceeds the 
rates of direct taxation so far imposed on 
motor vehicles in any other country. To 
make my comment as short as possible, | 
confine myself to setting down a few clear 
facts and comparisons. 

There are over 46,000 miles of roads in the 
Free State. Less than 4,400 miles (according 
to the latest official returns) are used by 
‘bus operators. Several hundreds of these 
miles of roads are only called on to carry one 
or two ‘buses each day. The average 
annual cost of maintaining the whole 4,4U0 
miles does not exceed £50 per mile—a tvtal 
outlay of £220,000 annually. 

Mr. Blythe's increased licence duties will 
render every 52-seat "bus subject to an annual 
payment of £192 if the tax is paid yearly, or 
to £250 a year if paid quarterly. The great 
majority of vehicles in use are of the 32-seat 
type, and are the subject of quarterly con- 
tributions. If, however, allowance be made 
for a proportion of smaller vehicles and of 
yearly payments, it 1s safe to assume that the 
average payments in licence duties, under 
Mr. Blythe's new tax, will not be less than 
£150 apiece on more than 700 ‘buses. Thus 
‘bus owners will be called on to find half of 
the total cost of maintaining all the roads 
they travel over. Other users of the same 
‘roads include the owners of more than 10,000 
motor lorries and trucks, and of over 20,000 


} touring cars and cycles. 


omuibus licence duties, 
which Mr. Blythe proposes, by no means 
represents the total amount which he will 
extract from the revenues of ‘bus owners. 
Import taxes on chassis, bodies, spare parts 
and tyres add, at the lowest possible com. 
putation, a further £100 to the annual tax 
outgoings on every velicie. Taking all these 
taxes into account, and allowing for drivers’ 
licence duties, rates on garages, and other 
payments into public funds, Free State *bus 
owners are, therefore, to be asked to pay 
practically the entire annual cost of every 
mile of road over which their vehicles travel. 
If these figures are substantially correct—as 
they unquestionably are—comment would ap- 
pear to be unnecessary. One must, there- 
fore, look for some explanation (apart from 
consideration of financial 
necessities of the Road Fund) of Mr. Blythe's 
decision. 

Two entirely independent, and indeed con- 
flicting, lines of support have been adopted 
by those who approve the new tax. One 
group supports it in order to preserve the 
status quo of small towns by choking down 
‘bus services. The other group believes that 
a compulsory increase in "bus fares will help 
to drive passengers back to the railway. 
Only in one fundamental respect is there 
agreement between these groups—namely, 'n 
their desire to increase the cost, and diminish 
the popularity, of Free State road passenge! 
transport. Whether ‘bus transport is destined 
to destroy, or alternatively to change and im- 
prove, the lives of small towns and villages, 
and whether it is desirable to preserve such 
communities, are matters of high policy, anc 
cannot obviously be discussed in the space 
you may be good enough to assign to this 
letter: but two brief comments may 
permissible. First, public opinion has for 
many years -een solid and insistent upon 
the necessities of increasing travel facilities 
and of reducing the cost of transport, 1 
rural Ireland. Secondly, the doe State is w 
sparsely populated as to render rauwa, 
y-arpamr AIR, -gagsaoiy impossibilities, New 
facilities must, therefore, be provided by 
road transport—and by road transport only. 

(One then inquires whether the new tax Is 
likely to react to the advantage of railway 
and tramway undertakings. On this point 
it is first of all necessary to realise that 
practically half the ‘buses now oe hk 
the Free State are operated by, or on beha 
of, railway and tramway companies, and that 
consequently nearly half of the whole - 
impost will have to be paid by railway an 
tramway shareholders. There 1s almost a 
certain prospect that the Great Southern 
Railway and the Great Northern Railway 
Companies will so extend their road passenger 
services within the next few months as to 
throw by far the greater part of Mr. Blythe's 
new penal impost on the shoulders of the 
very shareholders in whose supposed interests 
it has presumably been framed. i 

So much for the facts. What is the 
ractical alternative if—as is not in doubt— 
han new. revenues are required for road 
construction and the relief of unemployment? 
Quite clearly, I suggest, an import tax on 
motor spirit Such a tax—at the rate of 
fourpence a gallon, as in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland—would yield over £400,000 
yearly, as against the paltry £45,000 which 
Mr. Blythe hopes to get from the ‘bus 
owners. It is a tax which would auto- 
matically discriminate between the ‘buns 
owner and the lorry owner and between the 
users of touring cars in exact proportion to 
the use they make of road surfaces. It is 
a tax which would steadily increase, and 
from which substantial remissions might be 
made in many forms of: existing duties which 
tend to depress the motor mdustry. The 
immediate imposition of such a tax would 
also help to iron out one glaring injustice 
which Mr. Blythe’s seheme involves, in so far 
that it would compel the r man to pay 
£5 a seat for his. pir ony uncomforta 
‘bus services (restricted to 4,000 miles of 
road), while the owner of the 12 horse-power 
touring car can travel where and when he 
likes, over 46,000. miles of road at the rate 
of £3 per seat. As to how such a tax 
might alfect railway and tramway interests 
we have the authority of. the Minister of 
Industry and Commerce for the statement 
that the ) grote of the touring car has 
reduced railway ipts in a vas gain 
degree than has the competition of motor

A Reparations Settlement. 


After a series of abortive attempts to 
reach an agreement, the representatiyes of 
Germany and the Allied Powers at last 
seem to be within sight of a.settlement of 
the reparations problem. This problem 
has been clogging the wheels ‘of Kurope’s 
progress since the end of the war. Now 
Mr. Owen D. Young. the American expert, 
has come forward with a proposed scale of 
payments by Germany, te “which Dr. 


| Schacht, President of the Reichsbank, has 


agreed in principle; and, if the French 
experts are willing to accept Mr.-Young’s 
compromise, a final solution will be 
possible. The story of reparations repre- 
sents a series of concessions by the Allies 
to Germany. When the late President 
Wilson announced his famous ‘‘ fourteen 
points,” 1t was understood that, in the 
event of an Allied victory, there would be 
no deniand-on Germany for an indemnity. 
When, however, victory actually was 
achieved in a far greater measure than 
anybody had anticipated, France insisted 
on the recovery from Germany of com- 
pensation. for the wanton.damage that had 
been done by the Germau troops during the 
invasion. The blessed word “ repara 
tions’’ was added to the vocabulary of 
international affairs, and in this way the 
suggestion of an ‘‘indemnity”’ in the 
former sense of the term was avoided. 
President Wilson’s principle was observed 
in the letter, and the Allies agreed that 
Germany should be required to pay nothing 
beyond the cost of actual damage. This 
amount was estimated in the Treaty of 
Versailles at the colossal figure of 
£6,600,000,000. 

For several years this sum remained as 
the lowest figure that would be discussed 
by France, and ‘there seemed to be no hope 
of a reasonable settlement. Germany, 
disheartened and almost in despair, re- 
sorted to inflation which brought her 


virtually to the brink of financial and 
economic ruin, . 


and it was not until 
General Dawes advanced his now famous 
‘‘scheme’’ that the reparations. problem 
was brought into the realm of actualities. 
This scheme merely provided for a series 
of progressive annuities over an un- 
specified number of years, reaching their 
maximum last September at £125,000,000. 
The German Government was able to con- 
vince the Allies some months ago that the 
standard annuity of £125,000,000 was too 
high, and urged them not only to reduce 
it, but also to fix, once and for all, the 
capital value of the “German debt. An 
expert committee, on which Germany was 
represented, met in Paris, and has been 
holding meetings*during the last two and 
a-half months. After much discussion the 
Allies declared that they could not accept 
less thah a capital sum of £2,000,000,000, 
payable in annuities, whereas Dr, Schacht, 
on behali of Germany, offered to pay 
£1,300,000,000. Between these two sums 
no compromise seemed to be possible. The

| Meat ‘Supplies. 

“Recently we summarised an importaht 
communication made by Sir William S. 
Haldane to The Times ‘concerning the 
prospect of a world-wide shortage of beef. 
To-day we publish a statement issued by 
the Free State Department of Agriculture 
on the same topic. Sir William 
Haldane pointed. out that the Argen- 
tine Republic’s cattle stocks . had 
been reduced, and that exports of 
chilled and frosen meat ftom ¢that great 
meat-producing land had fallen. At the 
same time a heavy decline in cattle stocks 
in the United States had resulted in an 
increased American demand for Canadian 
and New Zealand meat. It was not un- 
likely, Sir William Haldane said, that 
the United States would raise the ban on 
the importation of meat from the Argen- 
tine Kepublic, existing at present from 
fear of foot-and-mouth disease These 
circumstances implied that the sources of 
Britain’s meat supply were shrinking and 
were being approached by a growing com- 
petitive demand. In The Times of yester- 
day Sir William Haldane wrote in a 
slightly reassuring tone. He said that his 
latest information was that the United 
States ban on meat and cattle imports 
from the Argentine Republic was likely to 
be retained in force; for a recent outbreak 
of disease in California has be.a traced 
definitely to infection. by - imports from 
Buenos Ayres. Nevertheless, the beef 
shortage, if not acute, is real, and there 
is every prospect of its continuance. The 
Free State Mimistry, therefore, is right in 
urging farmers to prepare to increase their 
cattle stocks. -Similar exhortations are 
being made in England. The effectua! 
increasing of stock is a slow process, and 
breeders must take the fullest possible 
advantage of the present season. All 
suitable heifers ought to be retained and 
mated, and the best of this year’s calves 
ought to be set aside for the building up of 
the stock. This process implies present 
restraint in order to ensure future profits. 
Happily, the farmers of Ireland generally 
are léss grievously burdetéd by debt than 


/before the last three good harvests, . and 


the general improvement in trading figures 
indicates that sufficient margin of reserves 
exists to facilitate the policy which the 
hour. dictates. Moreover, as the Depart 
ment of Agriculture’s statement says to 
day, ‘*‘ increased breeding operations will 
fit in admirably with the policy of 
developing the dairying industry in this 
country which is being pursued, and" wil! 
help in augmenting the profitable’ pro. 
duction of pigs and poultry.’”” While 
additions to cattle stocks must come largely 
from the dairying regions, farmers in 
the grazing counties must breed their own 
store cattle in greater numbers. The 
omens are good. It would seem that the 
competition of the new world, which burt 
Ireland so sorely, is being corrected at last, 
and that once more the fields and pastures 
of these islands will hold their natural 
and vital place in the economic system. 
This week's Spring Show at Ballsbridge 
ought to mark the beginning of a year ol 
greater prosperity and of greater capita! 
security.

Madagascar. 

The island of Madagascar does not push 
itself into the newspapers. It is out of 
the beaten track and its agricultural 
population of some three millions prospers 
quietly under French ‘control. Yet the 
island's remote past is mysterious; it 
teems with problems for the student oi 
natural histéry, and some of these may 
be solved by a scientific expedition which 
is being launched under the joint auspices. 
of French, British and American learning. 
Although. Madagascar lies only three 
hundred miles from Africa, it has none of 
the larger quadrupeds which. abound in 
that Continent. On the other hand, it 
produced in remote times—as its fossils 
show-——and still produces, creatures that 
are unknown elsewhere in the world. The 
mpyornis, the largest bird on record—it 
was ten feet high and its eggs were 
thirteen inches long—once lived in 
Madagascar. Not the least delightful of 
Mr. H. G. Wells’s short stories tells how 
a mariner, shipwrecked on.a very small 
island, unearthed a very large egg in a cave, 
exposed it to the sun and soon found him- 


self in the awkward company of a short- 


tempered spyornis. At one time also 
Madagascar specialised in lizards seventy 
feet long, beside which the two East 
Indian dragons, in the London *‘ Zoo” 
would be mere tadpoles. To-day it is the 
headquarters of that curions animal, the 
lemur, whose nearest relations, now ‘alive, 
are to be found in the Malay peninsula. 
Some of the extinct lemurs of Madagascar 
were as big as chimpanzees> How may we 
explain the isolation of its animals from 
those of its close neig! Afr 
their kinship with those of Asia? One

KING OF SHOEMAKERS 
DEAD 


£1,250 FOR A PAIR OF SHOES. 


The death in New York of Mr. Matthews 
Hilgert recalls the fact that he was once 
raid £1,950 for a pair of shoes. 

It was the boast of Mr. Hilgert that he 
could fit any pair of feet in the world. His 
method was to dip his client's feet into 
plaster and to make a mould which showed 
every detail of the foot. It frequently took 
him six months to: make a paiv,of shoes. 

His name first came into prominence when 
he brought a suit against a wealthy New 
York man for making a pair of shoes. When 
the judge read the papers in the case he 
declared that the demand was preposterous. 
He ordered the bill to be paid, however, when 
Mr. Hilgert explained that he had _ experi- 
mented on the shoes for six months, ‘and 
that when ‘completed the shoes enabled his 
millionaire client to walk for the first time 
in his life. 3 

Mr. Hilgert was frequently paid fronr £250 
of £750 for shoes,. The shoes were scientifi- 
cally made after imprints of the customer's 
feet were taken. He claimed that his foot- 
wear “would cure disease and rheumatism. 

In some of his shoes he introduced an 
electric battery between the outer and inner 
laver of the soles. ‘Men and women who 
suffer from a rush of blood to the head and 
from cold feet?” Mr. Hilgert once satd, 
“would know neither of these troubles if 


they used electricity.”

lunch is merely soup, joint and pudding,with 
possibly cheese. The implication seems to be 
that lunch is not a sufficiently comprehensive 
word to translate the French dejeuner.

MUNITION DUMP FEARS. 


From REvUTER's CORRESPONDENT. 
COLOGNE (By Mail). 

The rural district authorities of Maslheim, 
in the neighbourhood of Coblentz, are be- 
coming worried about a large stock of loaded 
shells, grenades, and gas-bombs left over 
from the war, which is buried under only 
three feet of earth on the site of a German 
munition dump. It is feared that an acci- 
dent may happen, and the inhabitants in 
the vicinity are faced with the perce of 
either being blown to pieces or poisoned by 
as. 
: No one apparently is anxious to have any- 
thing to do with the dangerous munitions, 
which were placed in the present position 
by order of the American Army authorities 
in 1919. Attempts to persuade the Inter- 
Allied Rhineland High Commission to take 
action in the matter have not proved success- 
ful. 
The German Government, however, has 
recently sent experts to view the “' graves,”’ 
and as the officials consider there is danger: 
to the public, the local authorities are -hope- 
ful that the munitions will either be removed 
altogether or buried much deeper than they 
are at present. Either operations would be 
attended by some danger and considerable 
expense, which, naturally, the Commune is 
not prepared ' to enderteke. ' 
Exactly the same tronble exists at Mun. 
zingen, in the vicinity of Kreuznach. Here 
a large number of poison-gas containers are 
buried at no great depth in a meadow. 
Probably in both cases the problem will 
be solved by constructing underground stee) 
and concrete chambers for the munitions, as 
was done at Cologne, where the autharities 
had to dispose of huge quantities of blue- 
cross poison-gas.

POLICEMAN’S DISCOVERY. 

A policeman patrolling the street found 
the interior of the mill burning fiercely; 
and he raised the alarm. When the Fire 
Brigade arrived the whole of the back of 
the building was a blazing furnace, the 
flames roaring through the empty rooms. 


FIREMEN INJURED. 

The firemen entered the building and 
attacked the flames. 
the front of the premises it was noticed 
that»the fire was spreading more rapidly 
in the two upper floors of the factory 
than on the lower floors. | 

Firemaster Marshall immediately 
warned his men out on to the street, and 
all succeeded in doing so, with the excep- 
tion of three, who received burning in- 
juries by an explosion, which, it was pre- 
sutned, was caused by escaping gas. 

No sooner had the firemen been withi- 
drawn than the roof and upper floors gave 
way, and an avalanche of blazing débris 
hurled itself through the remaining lower 
floors to the basement. 


ESCAPES FROM TENEMENTS. 

At this time a great wave of flame swept 
across the street and set alight the 
windows of tenement houses. Snatching 
what heavy clothing they could lay their 
hands upon, no fewer than sixty families 
dashed out into the street. 

Many of the children were in bed, and 
their parents had to cover them with 
blankets and hurry them out. 

It seemed inevitable that the tenement 
building would become seriously involved 
in the flames, and calls for assistance was 
sent out to several fire stations throughout 
the city, and detachments were hurried 
from all parts to the scene of the out- 
break. i 

Extra police were also summoned and 
rendered assistance to the terror-stricken 
mothers and children. The great crowd 
that had assembled apparently thought 
that most of the danger was over when 
the roof collapsed and the building became 
a blazing shell, and they ventured 
perilously near the fire. 


STAMPEDE FOR SAFETY. 
‘Suddenly a number of bricks crashed 
from the top of the wall of the building, 
and without any further warning a huge 
mass of brickwall, four storeys hich and 
about thirty feet long, gave way and fell 
on to the street, sending red hot bricks in 


all directions. 

Panic-stricken, the crdwd fled in all 
directions. but no one hurt in the wild 
stampede for safety. Most of the windows 
of the tenement houses were smashed, and 
damage was done to the interiors of the 
houses by water.

The opinion expressed some months ago, 
that the policy of the Free State National 
Development Committee constituted a 
serious menace to the trade of the port of 
Cork, has been strengthened during the 
past week. When I made inquiries in the 
city to-day, a prominent business man 
said that there was now no doubt that 
their fears had been fully justified. 

It may be recalled that when a National 
Development Committee was set up for 
the improved transport and marketing 
facilities of Free State agricultural pro- 
ducts, the claims of the Southern, ports to 
representation on the Board were ignored. 
At a joint conference of the Harbour Com- 
missioners of (Cork Waterford and 
Limerick, following that step, it was 
suggested that the Committees policy 
would mean the diversion of a consider- 
able amount of traffic from these: centres, 
large extent, by the 
centralisation in Dublin of distribution 
to cross-Channel ports. It was, therefore, 
urged that no scheme for the development 
of the Free State could be complete or 
truly national unless representation was 
given to the remaining ports of the Free 
State, particularly in view of the large 
and important agricultural areas which 
are tapped by them. 

This Joint request also was refused, and 
the matter was left in abeyance until the 
present week. Tt now has been disclosed 
that next week a party of English 
merchants wil visit the Free State, at 
the invitation of the Development Com- 
mittee, to see, in person, how our dairy 
and agricultural produce is prepared and 
exported. Surprise and indignation are 
expressed that#Cork is not included in the 
itinerary, although Dublin, Waterford and 
Limerick are mentioned. 

THE BUTTER INDUSTRY. 

“In view of the fact that Cork exports 
more butter to Great Britain than is sent 
from any other in the Irish Free, 
State,” said Mr. W. Sinnott, Genera! 
Manager of the City of Cork Steam 
Packet Company, Limited, in an inter- 
view this afternoon, “and also since it is 
the second port for the export of eggs, it 
is decidedly unfortunate that Cork is not, 
being visited. Our mehod of handling 
this traffic, in my opinion, is superior to 
that of any other port, and an excellent 
opportunity of bringing these advantages 
before our cross-Channel customers Is 
being thrown away.’ 

Mr. Richard Wallace, Chairman of the 
Cork Harbour Commissioners, suggested 
to me that this omission of Cork from the 
English merchants’ tour was but a further 
illustration of the Great Southern Rail- 
ways’ antagonisic attitude towards the 
Port of Cork. “We gave voice to our 
fears on this matter some time ago, he

The Foreign Office last night issued the 
speech of Lord Cushendun at the Prepara- 
tory Committee at Geneva, in which he 
said that it seemed to him that the course 
recommended by Mr. Sato to adjourn the 
consideration of the naval question in 
order to give time for its proper examina- 
tion, was not only obviously the most 
sensible course to pursue under the 
present circumstances, but practically the 
only one that was open to them as a 
business-like assembly. 

CHANGED SITUATION. 

“When I arrived here three weeks ago, 
I confess I was not very hopeful of our 
being able to arrive at an agreement. We 
appeared to be very much-in the same 
position that we were in twelve months 
avo.

' “JT should like to emphasise that that 
declaration contained no definite proposals 
for an agreement on the naval question, 
but what it did do was to suggest a 
method by which we might arrive at an 
agreement.

Gibson, I pledged myself, so far as I 
could without instructions, that when 
those proposals which were foreshadowed 
should be put forward, my Government 
would examine them in the most friendly 
spirit, and with the most anxious desire 
to arrive at an agreement. 


THE NEW METHOD. 

“The Government of Great Britain, 
and, I may add, the Press of Great 
have also thoroughly endorsed 
my statement on that occasion. Mr. 
Gibson has intimated that proposals may 
be forthcoming from the United States 
Government, i they are welcomed and 
gought íor. As they have been, he has

“ But it is quite evident that that 
study and examination of what is in the 
mind of the United States Government 
cannot be done in an hour, a day or 4 
week.

While there is strong presumptive

There remained the Irish cream, which 
before re-Pasteurisation was found, in 
common with cream from the English 
source, to be grossly contaminated with 
B colt, an organism whose normal habitat 
is in the intestinal tract, thus indicating 
that the cream so infected must have been 
exposed to pollution at some stage of its 
production, or in transit. Whether this 
cream was actually infected with bacillus 
para typhosus B will now never be known, 
but if such were the case, and assumifg it 
to have been the cause of the outbreak— 
of which there is no definite evidence—the’ 
only explanation which can be offered is 
that jt may have inadvertently slipped 
through the cordon of precautions during 
a rush period, when there was an 
abnormal demand for cream, especially as 
no evidence of infection by one or other of 
the employés of “XX” after re-Pasteurisa- 
tion could at ahy time be discovered.

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MINISTER’S: OPPONENT: 


CRICKETER AND HIS 
AMATEUR STATUS. 

A heated controversy has arisen between 
Mr. M. J.. Lyon, the Somerset amateur 
cricketer and Liberal candidate for Bury- 
St.-Edmunds, and Mr. Walter Guinness, the 
Conservative member for the Division and 
Minister of Agriculture, over a speech re- 
cently made by Mr. Guinnéss at Ixworth. 
Mr. Lyon took exception to the follow- 
ing phrase, reported to have been made by 
Mr. Guinness :—‘*I do not suppose Mr. 
Lyon gets much money for his cricket,’’ and 
demanded its withdrawal on the ground that 
it was a reflection on his amateur status. 

Interviewed by a Press Association re- 
porter, Mr. Guinnes# made the following 
reply and explanation :— 

‘The methods of my Liberal opponent 
age most entertaining. Beginning with his 
first speech in the Bury-St.-Edmunds Divi- 
sion, Mr. Lyon has @illed columns of the 
local Press with personal insinuations and 
abuse, including libellous statements to the 
effect that I have misused my position in 
the Government for my personal profit. 

“1 do not generally waste time in these 

rsonalities, but recently, at a mieeting at 
xworth, I thought to bring a lighter touch 
to a political meeting by dealing with two 
of his” efforts. 

“Te Mr. Lyon’s suggestion that I was too 
rich to have any sympathy with the working 
classes I made the obvious reply that he, 
himself, showed no evidence of that poverty 
which he demands from a Conservative candi- 
date. I showed that be did not earn his 
bread by the sweat of his brow, and supposed 
that lie did not get money by his cricket, nor 
by those farming efforts to which he fre- 
quently referred. 

“It may be that Mr. Lyon is annoyed 
owing to local comments on his attempts to 
ru the sale of his book on cricket; but I 
ave only heard of this matter since my 
speech at Ixworth, and it has probably been 
stirred up by his repeated misconstructions 
of what I have said. 

“In view, however, of his offensive re- 
marks about me, he need not be so sensitive; 
nor should he distort the obvious meaning of 
a newspaper report by isolating one word 
from its context.” 

Mr. M. D. Lyon, whio is at present staying 
at his father’s home at Orford, made the 
following reply to Mr. Guinness in an inter- 
view: — ‘The actual words used by Mr. 
Guinness were: 'I don’t suppose Mr. Lyon 
got much money for his cricket." In his last 
statement to the Press he leaves out the 
important word ‘ much.’ 

‘*The only meaning of the words is that 
I have obtained money for my cricket. Mr. 
Guinness has bad every opportunity to with- 
draw or apologise for this statement, and he 
has made. no effort to do so. I hope that he 
will not skelter himself behind a lega! 
technicality any longer, but will write these 
words. I shall then know what to do.”

THE wEMAND FOR AN 
INQUIRY. 

At a meeting of the Clare County Board 
of Health—Mr. Sean O'Grady, Chairman, 
presiding—two sworn affidavits containing 
allegations against members of the C.1.D. in 
West Clare were read. The affidavits were 
made by Mr. T. J. Ryan, of Cranny, and 
Mr. Thomas Breen, of Coolmeen. 

The Board adopted a resolution condemn- 
ing the action of the Free State Government 
in refusing the demand made by public 
bodies. in the county, and of Messrs. cde 
Valera, Houlihan and Hogan, T.D. s, for ' 
nolding of a full public inquiry into t 
whole circumstances of the cases. 

Mr. Hayes, County Councillor, said tha 
the ailegations in the affidavits were 
true, as stated by the Free State Minister ier 
Justice, then he should have no hesitation 
agreeing to an inquiry, so as to afford th 
people charged an opportunity of clearing 
their reprtations. 

The Chairman said that it was the duty of 
a police force in every civilised country to 
protect the inhabitants, regardiess of the 
politics which they might hold. If the 
powers that be wished to bring about a 
situation in this country where the police 
would have the co-operation of the public at 
large, methods such as those alleged in the 
affidavits should not be adopted.

The grounds of the second application were 
mainly that the defendant should have been 
tried separately. that there was a miscarriage 
of justice, and that the jury found him guilty 
on the second count without any evidence. It 
was pointed out in support of the application 
that in a case like this, where three men 
were being tried on three different counts. the 
jury might verv naturally become so confused 
that they could not properly tell where they 
were; and in such cases where there was a 
conviction the authorities showed that the 
conviction should be set aside.

MISSING CODICIL 
CROKER WILL. 


TO 


SERVANT’S GLAIM TO- LEGACY 
| OF. £5,000. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE AND A 
JURY 


An action, brought by Mrs. Fanny Harmon 
Cremin, of Inchaquire, Ballytore, Co. Kildare, 
against Mrs. Bula E. Croker, of Glencairn, 
Sandford, .Co. Dublin, was begun. 
plaintiff claimed to be a legatee under a 
codicil, dated 27th May, 1921, to the last will, 
dated 12th October, 1915, of Mr. Richard 
Croker, Glencairn, who died on: 29th April, 
1922, and to have a copy of the codicil estab- 
lished, the original not being forthcoming, 
having been lost or destroyed without being 
revoked, The pleintiff stated that under the 
codictl a sum of £5,000 was given to her by 
the deceased, Mr. Croker. - 

The defendant denied that the codicil was 
duly executed by the late Mr, Richard 
Croker, and pleaded alternatively that it was 
destroyed by the deceased Mr. Croker in 
his lifetime with the intention of revoking 


it. 

Mr. Wood, K.C.; Mr. Hubert 
ton, K.C., and Mr. T. J. Conolly (in- 
structed. by. Messrs. Miley aud Miley) ap- 
peared for the plaintifi; and Mr. Lynch, 
K.C.; Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., and Mr. 
McGuckin (instructeg by Mr. H. B. O’Han- 
lon) for the defendant. 

The plaintiff, said Mr. Wood, in opening 
her case, formerly was: Fanny Harmon, a 
servant in the employment of the late Mr. 
Richard Croker and of Mrs. Croker, the 
defendant. . Before. deaving this country 
for America on 28th May, 1921, Mr. Croker 
made a codicil to his last will. Mr. and 
Mrs. Croker attended at the office of Mr. 


‘John J. MacDonald, solicitor, Grafton street, 


Dublin, on the 27th May, and mentioned 
that they were departing to America on the 
next day. They asked him to prepare a 
codicil, not only for Mr. Croker’s will, but 
also for Mrs. Croker’s will. Mr. MacDonald, 
to whom a legacy was left under the codicil 
to Mr. Croker’s will, got his assistant, Mr. 
Cusack, to prepare the codicil, and on that 


afternoon of the 27th May, 1921, Mr. 
MacDonald and Mr. Cusack went to Glen- 
cairn and saw Mr. Croker, who executed 


the codicil. Mr. Cusack left with the docu- 
ments in his possession, having received in- 
structions to place them in the Bank, and 
went with Mr. MacDonald to Mr. 
MacDonald's residence. He then brought 
them to Mr. MacDonald’s office in Grafton 
street, and placed them in the safe. There 
was no doubt in the world, said Mr. Wood. 
that the document executed by Mr. Croker 
was lodged in the safe in Mr. MacDonald’s 
office. Mr. Cusack took them out of the 
safe the next morning and made copies of 
them to be retained in the office. The 
documents remained in Mr. MacDonald’s 
office from then until the following Tuesday 
morning, when, in obedience to the instruc- 
tions received at Glencairn, Mr. MacDonald 
lodged them in the bank. 
WHAT BECAME OF IT? 


“You are in this ition,’’ said Mr. 
Wood, ‘‘that on the 3lst May, 1921, the 
original codicil of Richard Croker, de- 
ceased, dated 27th May, 1921, was 
lodged by this skilled, careful, 


business man, doing a skilled professional 
job in the bank, according to the instructions 
of the testator, and now the question is: 
What became of that document ?”’ 

The document, he continued, remained in 
the bank’s safe up to the Monday following 
Mr. Croker’s death. Early on that Monday 
morning Mr. Garrett, Mrs. Croker’s brother- 
in-law, was sent to the bank with a letter 
from Mrs. Croker :—‘“* Please let me have the 
letter Mr. MacDonald left there for me last 
May, when we were going away.” The 
letter which Mr. MacDonald left was the 
letter which contained the original codicil of 
the late Richard Croker. Mr. Garrett gave a 
receipt for two sealed envelopes, ' purporting 
to contain codicils to the wills respectively 
of Richard Croker and Mrs. Bula Croker.” 
It would be shown that envelope 86 did con- 
tain the last codicil of Mr. Croker. They 
took it that the envelope was brought by 
Mr. Garrett to Mrs. Croker, and the next 
thing they knew of it was when it was pro- 
duced by Mrs. Croker out of her box in the 
bank. 

On the 27th July, 1922, Mrs. Croker, Mr. 
Nathan, an American solicitor, Mr. Mac- 
Donald and some others went into the. bank, 
and when this envelope was produced and 
opened, to the wonder of all, it contained, 
not the original codicil, but a cop , which 
Mr. Cusack first made, and which Mr. Cusack 
would identify, and would swear he did not 
put into the envelope. It was for the jury

A ’BUS ACCIDENT. 


DAMAGES FOR NURSE. 
(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) | 

Mrs. Murphy kelly, a nurse residing al 
Botanic road, claimed £60 damages from the 
Dublin United Tramways Company for 
personal injuries alleged to have been caused 
by the negligence of the defendants’ servants 
in the management of an omnibus at Finglas 
Bridge on April 8 last. . 

Mrs. Kelly, giving evidence, said that the 
accident occurred about eleven o'clock at 
night. The “bus stopped at pings. Bridge 
and she proceeded to board it, having one 
foot on the step and one hand on the rail, 
when it moved forward, throwing her to the 
ground. She sustained injuries to her ankle, 
shoulder and head. 

Daniel Kenna, the conductor of the ‘bas, 
stated that he left Finglas at twenty minutes 
to eleven on Easter Sunday night. Before 
leaving, a big crowd, wanting to get back to 
the city, “rushed”’ his ’bus, and he had to 
get the local Guards to assist him in ejecting 
some of them. Even so, the ‘bus was 
crowded when he started, six or seven people 
standing on his platform and others standing 
inside. He did not stop at Finglas Bridge 
at all, and went right through to Harts 
Corner. 

Charles Owen said that he was standing on 
the platform of the ‘bus, which was crowded. 
He saw a woman put her hand on the rail 
and a foot on. the step of the ‘bus as it was 


passing the bridge. The ‘bus had not 
stopped, and she slipped and fell to the 
ground. 


The Judge gave a decree for £29 5s.
